The  Pizzozzers,  o  donee  teom, 
and  the  Pep  Bond  entertain  primarily  at  athletic  events  uuhile  the  Union  College  Singers  provide 
several  concerts  during  the  academic  year,  including  the  Christmos  Festival.  Still  other  organiza- 
tions Qi\z  service  based.  These  include  the  Student  Government  flssociation,  the  Residence  Hall 
Advisers  and  the  Campus  Activities  Bcxard.  Other  organizations  ore  associations  of  people  from 
similar  backgrounds,  such  as  the  Association  for  Cultural  enhancement,  the  Afro-American  student 
group,  and  Better  Late  Than  Never,  a  club  for  older  students  ujho  ore  returning  to  school.
